ally with a view to replice the Holy See in the
usual positionof all other principalities, which
#hould themselves provide tor thelr own salely.

One may o troth assert that the spirit of the
Convention has not always been observed In
this respect; but, be this as it may, it is s faot
thet the troops emrolled by the Pontifical Gov-
ernment have sufficed for the defen-e of their
flap.

THE HURRICANE AT ST. THOMAS.

Further Particnlnrs of the Terrible De-
struction which Easaed.

A private lelter from n genileman who has
loog resided st Bt, Thomes gives the following
account of the recent hurricane in that lo-
Callryi—

"8y, Taomas, Nov, L.—I am able to tell you
that we have nll escaped with our lives, An
awful hurricane burst oyver this island, and many
peighboriug tosus, on Tuesday, the 20uh of
Oetober, sbout 12 o'clock. At s quarier to 11t
wns al its greatest belght, apd, wearled with
destruction, it begna to sublde & Httle about 3,
and exhmrusted its tury at 6 P. M. Words cannol
decenbe this g ntful tewpest. No peetic ima-
gery 1 aver read Las oome up to it have now
wihlnessed the reality of m cyolone, and bope I
mny uever again e exposed to Lthe bhorrors ol
avother. Almost every house in the pluce s
unioofed; m lnrge number are in rains; those
covered with sbingles or 1in have alove escuped,
From my windows you can see the trucks o' the
masts and hullsof thirty veasels, toially wreoked
snd inother parts of the hmibor sbout whirty
more may be seen,

“Amoung them, the Liverpool steamship Ca-
ribbean, which came In ao hour or two before
the hurricane begao, the Spanich  steamer
Pajaro, sud tho roysi mail steamship Decwent.
Ag ot one hundred and ten dead bodies have
been jound and buried, some who were killed in
thewr houses, and the rest, the mnjority, in the
hartor and sbout the wharves, Bat thers muast

be n very lacee pumber siill 10 be found, as 4
frightiul stenclh is aseending from the Kiog's
wharf, westwerd, The corpses are no dosbt

covered with delrig, such ns musts sod spars,
which prevent thelr comiug up o the surface,
May Divine Provideuce avert pestilence from
us? The Peluso wad Todd greamets were driven
en shore, lmmense trées, totaily uprooted, lie
nbout in avery dircetion, The rala tell heavily
at the time, =0 ‘hat every oue who had the good
fortune to have s Hoor or celinr underneath
took refuge below. In the helght of the
storm, the siroug shutters; frmly barred,
booked, and  balted, were  wrenched
open, and torrents oi olinding rain swept into
the house, muking iv llke sn open syreet, 1 wis
In this precieanent, sod my wife bhanded mo
the nalls and kept the jalousivs fast whilst |
nalled them . The merchants have sustuaned
immense losaes, for beéside« many ot the sunken
vesacls contmining eoods just shipped by purs
chasers [rom Porto Rico and elsewhere, nud not
insured, the warehouses were filled with mer-
chundise whiclh hag been spoiled by the ruln.
“But the worst remuins to be told., The
royal mall steamship Rhone wasat Peter Island,
about twenty miles from hers, almost ready to
start for Burope, and engneed in taking on board
passengers, mails, aud cargo from the inter-
coloninl steamers, when the blast begon. She
gleod out to sea, but the wind sent her on the
iron-tound coast, the waves burst her boilers,
sbe was cul in two, and about one hundred aund
twenty people, including her nohle Ceptain
Woolley, wenl down in her, About twenty-
thrre men were saved. The royal mu[rl
steamship Wye was dashed to pieces on
Buck Island, and out of soventy only
thirteen escaped, Theroyul mul stenmshio Con-
way was driven on shore at Tortola; I de not
know whether shie lost any of her cre# or pas-
sengers.  The Caravelle, Freuch steamer, is wlso
reported fo be a total wreek, On a rough cal-
culution, the estimated damage to shipplog and
I)I'Ollf'rly on hoard and in town cannot be less
han fifteen to twenty millions of dollurs. You
ciutnot lmagine oor situstion. It is lerrible,
The gas works were levelled to the sround, klil-
ing s number of people; and every church snd
pluce of worship is more or less injured. 1f the
place had been subjected th bombardmont it
could pot present & more deplornble appenr-
ance, lo the midst of the hurriesne, many
persons felt shocks of carthguake: I diwd pot,
but it must bhave been ko, for there are abun-
dan! indicntions of It everywhere, OF the in-
numergbls small erafl, as lighters and boats,
there are very few remaimng. The soldiers
barracks werae all blown down. The light-
bouse s gone, 30 are the dredeing-machioe and
telegroph, Many of the gas lumuop-post-, of solid
iron, were also blown down., 1 must write yon
further of particolars next mall, for T am oo
borrited to go on now.”

CRUISE OF THE FENIAN PRIVATEER

Interesting Description at Cooper lastl-
tute,

Abhout one lhousand persons assombled at
Tostitate last evemng to histen to the
narrative of Colonel Trevilian on the expedition
to Irelaud of the Erin's Hope, o small sailing
vessel commanded by Captain Kavanagh, whiclr
left thls jort in May lust, John Savage, Ksq.,
President of the Fomuan Brotherbood, piesided,
In the course of & lew wtroductory remarks
Mr. Bavage dwelt upon the escape ol Colonal
Kelly aud Captain Deasy st Mancbester, soad
exiibited the 1sentical hundeuffs used upon toe
wrisis of the former. At this point the aadieace
arose and cheered most enthusiastieally,

Colonel Trevilinn's narrative of the departure
and eruise of the Erin's Hope was interesting,
This hivle craft wus a sailing vessel of small
toupage formerly named the Allee Davis, Land-
inga were made at varlous points on the Irish
const, and men sent into the cooutry. Jo the
words of the speaker, *The Erin's Hope touched
off Oulway, and looked into the mouth of the
Shannon 1o sce if any of her Majesty's gunbosts
were around, but npone were 1o be seen.” At no
Vme was the litte eraft more than twelve miles
distant from a Britluh vessel, They were bhailed
and bourded by pilows and schoouers.

Atcne time one of ber Majesty's frigates was
within balf & relle of the Erin's Hope, and com-
menced sigualling, The signals were nnawered,
and the Hope wus not molested. On another
oceaston her fast salling saved Ler from capture
by the cosst guard, When the Ern’s Hope
aniled and where from, Colonel Trevilinu was
carelul not to divulge, In all she sailed pearly
ten thousand miles. The spesker concluded bis
remarks by stating that Fenlanism is not yet
dead: that two bundred thousand Fenlans wre
watcbing their opportunity to pouunceé upon the

British hion, and that srms sod ammonition can
be =ent fo Ireland from this couniry., The mret
ing was potien up uoder the susploes of the
Biian Boroibme Circle.—N. Y. Herald.
